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The request for reconsideration filed on 6/30/05 has been carefully considered; however, the final office action is substained. With 
respect to the argument that there is new and unexpected result for providing mixer downstream of the last catalytic converter, Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. JP '324 discloses the mixers 8 are provided upstream and downstream of the catalytic beds 3 to faciliate in 
mixing the NH3 with the exhaust gas and unreated exhaust gas as shown in Figure and Section 0020 and it would have been obvious in 
view of JP '324 to one having ordinary skill to provide additional or duplicate additional mixer(s) along the waste gas treating line 
including mixer(s) downstream of the last catalyst bed to facilitate mixing unreacted exhaust gas with NH3. JP '324 discloses mixer 
downstream of catalyst bed and several catalyst beds. along the waste gas treating line and the results are expected for having minimum 
imbalance of NH3 distribution or NH3 slippage by providing additional mixer(s) downstream of the catalyst beds and/or the last catalyst 
bed.
